London, .Tuno 24. — With dramatic sud- 
denness the King has been stricken 
down upon the eve of his coronation. 
Tonight he lies in a critical condition. 

Indescribable consternation prevails 
throughout the country, and this eon.- 
sternntion is reflected in the cablegrams 
received from all the centres of the uni- 
verse. King Edward is in a room fac- 
ing the beautiful gardens of Bucking- 
ham I J nhice, and fur from the street 
and the crowd. If tonight's progress is 
maintained he will probably tide over 
the effects of his severe operation, 
which has successfully removed the lo- 
cal trouble. But should any complica- 
tions occur, such as sceptic peritonitis or 
blood poisoning, it is feared His Maj- 
esty's present physical and nervous con- 
dition would prove unequal to tin; 
strain involved. There is consequently 
intense anxiety as lo the outcome. The 
King's doctors believe that His .Majes- 
ty would have been dead before now 
except for the operation. His condition 
became so alarming last night that at 
ono time it was feared death might en- 
sue before the surgeon's knife could af- 
ford him relief. Intense swelliug of the 
extremities, accompanied by alarming 
symptoms of morit ideation constituted 
the emergency which demanded an im- 
mediate operation. 

To the last the King tried to avoid 
this, .and ho was -willing to bo carried 
to the Abbey for the coronation cere- 
monies in order that it should occur as 
arranged. The influence of Queen Alex- 
andra was enlisted, however, and at an 
early hour this morning tho royal pa- 
tient was prepared for tho operation, 
which even in the skillful hands of Eng- 
land's best surgeons was fraught with 
rave danger. 

At 2 p.m. today he was moved from 
Ms couch to the operating table and 
l he anaesthetic was administered. Sir 
Frederick Treves made the incision near 
the patient's groin and carried it up- 
wards with an outward slant, for near- 
ly four inches. The obstruction was 
removed and n tubing was placed in the 
affected intestines. 

King Edward's 'first words when he 
returned to consciousness were to ask 
for "George"; and the Prince of Wales, 
who was sitting in the next room, was 
immediately admitted to his father's 
presence. 

While the operation was being per- 
formed the great central court yard of 
Buckingham Palace, so lately the scene 
of such brilliant gatherings, was utter- 
ly deserted, and an impressive silence 
reigned throughout the building. The 
equerries talked in whispers, servants 
tiptoed about and the tension was al- 
most unbearable. Then the word was 
passed round, "All well!" 

Lord Salisbury and Mr. Balfour went 
in to congratulate Queen Alexandra and 
afterwards an informal and historic dis- 
cussion occurred between the Prince of 
Wales, tiie Duke of Connnught and 
Salisbury, Mr. Balfour and several 
other members of the cabinet. 

Before the end of the afternoon over 
two thousand callers, who included all 
the foreign representatives in London 
and members of the House of Lords and 
the Hotise of Commons, bad inscribed 
their names on the visitors' book at 
Buckingham Palace. All the royal 
princes called personally on the Prince 
of Wales and bade him good-bye. The 
majority of them will leave London to- 
morrow morning for their respective 
countries. In striking contrast to the 
happy anticipation with which the 
day opened is an order issued tonight by 



London, June 24. — 12.29 p.m. — The coronation has 
been postponed indefinitely on account of the indisposi- 
tion of King Edward. 

London, June 25. — The following bulletin was issued 
at 11.10 p.m : 

"The King's condition is as good as could be ex- 
pected after so serious an operation. His strength is 
maintained. There is less .pain and His Majesty has 
taken a little nourishment. 

" It will be some days before it will be possible to 
say that King Edward is out of danger. 

"(Signed) Treves, Laking, Barlow." 

At 1 o'clock this morning the Associated Press 
learned that King Edward was as well as could be ex- 
pected and that everything was satisfactory. 

London, June 25. — 4.45 a.m. — Sir Frederick Treves, 
Sir Francis H. Laking and Sir Thomas Barlow remained 
at Buckingham Palace all night. 

The Associated Press learns that about midnight last 
night His Majesty received some refreshing sleep. It is 
not likely that further bulletins of the King's condition 
will be issued before 7 o'clock this morning.

Loudon, June 21.— 2:45 p. in.— The fol- 
lowing bulletin has been posted at 'Buck- 
ingham Palace: 

"The operation lias been successfully 
performed, A large abscess has been 
evacuated. The King has borne the 
operation well, and is in a satisfactory 
condition." 

Sir Francis Knollys informed a repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press-at 4:30 
p. m. that there had been practically no 
change since the operation. "His Ma- 
jesty," 'he said, "continues- to sleep well 
and is progressing satisfactorily." There 
as no question, however, that the King's 
condition is extremely critical. 

The following bulletin was posted at 
Buckingham Palace at O o'clock this 
evening:. 

"His Majesty continues to make satis- 
factory progress, and has .been much 
relieved by the operation. 

"(Signed), iLister, Treves, Smith, Lak- 
ing and Harlow." 

The Lancet says the operation was 
performed by Sir Frederick Treves, that 
the anaesthetic was administered by 
Dr. Frederick William Hewitt, annethe- 
ist to His Majesty, and that the treat- 
ment was borne well. His Majesty re- 
covered consciousness witihout any ill 
effects. No complications attend the 
operations. A large abscess was found 
'Hid evacuated. 

The King treated the idea of the op- 
eration very lightly, his great concern 
being for the disappointment of the 
people. | 

Many of tho foreign representatives 
called at Buckingham Palace this after- 
noon to make inquiries about tiho King's 
condition. The Prince of Wales lias 
been at the palace all day long, and 
the Duke of Connnught has been there 
most of the time today. 

Immediately after recovering from the 
operation the King asked for the Prince 
of Wales, and it was announced that a 
bulletin would be issued at 6:30 p. in. 
and a final one at 11 p. m. The fixing 
of these times was regarded, as a good 
sign. iLord Salisbury, the Premier, ami 
other members of the cabinet, called at 
the palace during the day. 

The best opinion seems to bo that no 
litis than three months' postponement of 
the coronation is inevitable, and even in 
the event of the King's recovery the 
crowning of His Majesty will certainly 
be shown of all its arranged for glories. 
IN PARLIAMENT. 
Loudon, June 24.— The iHouse of Com- 
mons was crowded today .by members 
and others who were anxious to hear 
the expected statement from the loader, 
A. J. Balfour; on the King's illness. 
After rending the early bulletin referring 
to His Majesty's illness, Mr. Balfour 
said lie had intense gratification in say- 



the Archbishop of Canterbury, the Most 
Hev. Frederick Temple, and the Arch- 
bishop of York, Most Kev. William D. 
McLagan, appointed special forms for 
the intercession servico to be held next 
Thursday. 

"The congregations," say the arch- 
bishops in their joint order, "would be 
thankful to join at this juncture in pray- 
er to the Almighty for blessing on His 
Majesty tho King for his speedy re- 
covery. 

"The first two prayers in these pre- 
eribed for the sick might lie used for 
this occasion." 

The Archbishop of Canterbury also 
asks for 

'The public and private prayers of aU 
in behalf of the King in his serious 111- 
uess." 

A large congregation in St. Paul's 
Cathedral listened in the afternoon to 
'he Bishop of Stepney, who is one of 
King Edward's intimate friends.- - Tho 
Bishop referred to the King's recent 
presence in the cathedral at tho peace 
thanksgiving as a sad contrast to to- 
day's circumstances, and asked his con- 
rogation to pray for him, and to hope. 
Then followed a solemn pause, while 
the vast congregation knelt reverently 
in silent prayer. A short service of in- 
tercession followed. Many Americans 

ere present at St. Paul's. 

A similar service to this wns held in 
St. George's chapel by the Dean of 
Windsor. 

V brief notice has been published in 
the Gazette, ns d result of which the en- 
state social and business arrange- 
ments throughout the country are par- 
alyzed. The order is dated from the 
Earl Marshal's office, and rends: "I 
lave to announce that the solemnity of 
the coronation of Their Majesties King 
Id ward VII. and Queen Alexandra is 
postponed from the 20th to u date here- 
ler to be determined." 
The host informed^opinion placed the 
date of the coronation in about three 
months' time, provided King Edwnrd 
progresses well, in tho meantime. 
OFFICIA L ANNOUNCEMENT. 
Official announcement of the King's 
serious illness was made to public bodies 
as speedily as possible. Word was sent 
to the House of Commons, and the act- 
ing Lord Chamberlain, Lord Churchill, 
personally delivered to the Mansion 
House, the ollicial residence of the Lord 
Mayor, a message regarding His Maj- 
esty's illness. 

At this morning's rehearsal of the 
coronation ceremony in Westminster 
Abby, the Bishop of London, the Right 
Rev. Arthur Ingram, at the request of 
Lord Esher, the deputy governor of 
Windsor Castle, made a statement as 
follows: 

"I have to make a very sad announce- 
ment. The King is suffering from an 
illness which makes an operation neces- 
sary today. The coronation, therefore, 
is postponed." 

Tho Bishop requested the congrega- 
tion to join in the litany out of the cor- 
onation service and pray for the recov- 
ery of tho King. 

During the course of the afternoon 
the Karl Marshal, tho Duke of Norfolk, 
issued the following notice:

The streets, as the day wore on. be- 
came mora and more congested, and the 
holiday crowd concentrated into read- 
ing and re-reading the extras. Most of 
the people apparently left dazed arid 
scarcely appreciated the full import t/f 
what they read.

language than this is impossible. An 
operation of singular severity has been 
performed, and leaves behind it every 
hope of a prosperous issue.

No action 
can be taken by the House while mat- 
ter* are in a state of transition, but I 
think we have every ground to hope 
that the issue will he a favorable one, 
and that we shall be able to return to 
our ordinary avocations at a nearby 
period. Disapnoiutment has been suf- 
fered extensively by the abandonment of 
the naval review and the other great 
celebrations in honor of the King, but 
a much greater calamity than this was 
threatened. The progress of His Ma- 
jesty towards convalescence will be ac- 
companied by the sympathy and sincere 
hopes and affection of his subjects. Wo 
know that for three or more days at 
least there might be uncertainty, 'hut 
there is consolation that matters coiild 
hardly have gone better." 

Just before the adjournment of the 
House of Commons, Mr. Balfour, the 
government leader announced that the 
condition of King Edward had not 
changed, and that His Majesty was pro 
grossing satisfactorily. 

Tho cabinet council, which lasted an 
hour was held this evening at Mr. Bal- 
four's room in the House of Commons.

SCENE IX TII10 COMMON'S. 

iOf the scene in the House of Com- 
mons when the announcement of the ill- 
ness of the King was made, T. 1 
O'Connor, Irish Nationalist member of 
.Parliament, and President of Uhe Unite 
Irish League has written the followiu 
for. the Associated Press. 

"The work-u-tlay world goes on iu its 
usual way whatever tragedy be in the 
air, and this is especially true of the 
House of Commons, which is even yet 
bound down with the iron rules tliat 
no high destiny or national crisis can un- 
bind. And thus it was today when the 
whole of London was shaken by the 
.announcement of the postponmenL of the 
Coronation and the serious illness ol" 
Uhe King; for while everybody was wait 
iug to sec the ministers enter, and to 
hear some news, one way or tile other 
a clerk at a table read out the- word 
of a petition from a provincial town 
council in reftreaeu to the pending Edu 
cation Bill. The Education Bill is im 
portant, but to have this petition with 
its dreary atltology read, when the fate 
of the monarch was iu the balance, was 
one of those grotesque contradictions 
which exasperated and finally grit on 
the nerves of the House. But as tin 
clerk read stolidly on in a mu filed voice, 
the 'House begun at last to interrupt him 
with discordant, and even indecorous 
cries, and while the House was thus 
descending into chaotic and undignified 
disorder, the ministers were still abs 
from their places, and the House was 
still left without news. But iu spite of 
all this, iuid in spite even of Uhe dis- 
cordant ajnl grotesque shouts, there was 
that about the place which showed that 
something was iu the air, that shocked, 
saddened, and even affrighted men. 

"It is no exaggeration to say that thero 
was a look of far more profound depres- 
sion about the House -than even those 
awful and trying hours for Englishmen 
when t!he disasters of Colonso and Spion 
Kop seemed to make the whole fabric of 
the Empire reel. Many of the members 
looked positively broken. They entered 
the House as if illness were theirs, iand 
us if a blow had fallen upon them. 

"The local petition was at last finish- 
ed, the cries ceased, and there fell a 
.sombre iuid solemn stillness on the 
House when Mr. Balfour and the other 
ministers filed in. Spontaneously anTf 
universally, hats were taken off, and 
when Mr. Balfour rose and announced 
that he 'had a message to deliver in ref- 
erence to the King, the House of Com- 
mons always looks its best and most im- 
pressive when it is thus uncovered. It 
is the custom for hats to be kept on, 
and therefore the mere act of iiucovotiiig 
heads gives to the familiar place a cer- 
tain itnusualness of look, and a certain 
solemn exhaltation, and so it was today 
•when Mr. Balfour rose." 

"Mr. 'Balfour is not a man who ever 
shows much feeling. As is said of him by 
somo of his most severe critics, lie has 
much sentiment, but no feeling. To- 
day, however, nobody could deny that 
for once Mr. Balfour seemed to lie mov- 
ed, nnd it was witli something of a 
break in his voice that he announced, 
the seriousness of the King's condition, 
■and the fact that the operation had been 
already performed. There was no dis- 
play of feeling until Mr. Balfour camo 
to the point where be foreshadowed the 
statement that the surgeons were hope- 
ful of the result. It was an evidence 
of how keen the feeling was t ha! he 
was not allowed to conclude his sen- 
tence. There was a big outburst of 
cheers from all p.-i.rts of the House. Mr. 
Balfour's statement occupied bat a few 
moments, it was followed by a few 
words from Sir Henry Camphell-tBan- 
ueriuan, leader of the opposition. 

"The discussion of the Educational 
Bill went on in its many details, som- 
berly, hut regularly, and prosaically as 
if nothing had occurred. The members 
gathered in groups and King Edward 
was the topic of conversation. There 
was nothing Inif regret nnd sympathy. 
BIk- tragic (dements of the case broke all 
barriers, and men only thought of the 
suffering fellow m:\n struck down at 
the moment when if ever the hand of 
cruel fate ought to have been stayed. 
ICxcitenlent was brought to a climax 
when a report was spread like wild- 
fire that Che King was sinking, and this 
was soon followed .by a report that His 
Majesty was actually dead. 

"A shiver as .if the passage of the 
anL r el of death then passed over every- 
body, ami the members of the House 
rushed hither and tllithcr.lbut with that 
characteristic quiet a"hd apparent want 
-if emotion which Englishmen so rarely 

lose, 

"The place to go at that moment for 
the latest information was the House 
■of Lords. Tin. false report of King 
Edward's death came at twenty minutes 
past four o'clock, and at haif-'pnsl four 
the House of Lords began it-; sitting, 
Then? was an unusually full attendance, 
and so many ladies grossed for admis- 
sion that they had to be remonstrated 
with by tiio attendants, and the poor 
things were rather hustled. The peers 
had to begin like the Commons, with 
some common-place business, the rending 
in dumb show of some document and 



other trivialities, but this did not last 
long, t Lord Spencer is now the leader 
of the Liberal party in the House of 
Lords, the Earl of Kiuiberly is dead 
. ml Lord Rosebery has retired. Lord 
Spencer used to be a regular Bufus, 
and he was' called the "Bed Earl" in 
the days when Ireland was in the 
throes of the struggle of the Land 
League. But he has grown gray with 
the years, and today when he arose he 
was pallid ami evidently unnerved. He 
asked the question with just a sentence 
j ml a half of sympathy, after the terse 
fashion of Englishmen. Lord Salis- 
bury was more lengthy. It was not a 
very impressive scene, but it was 
thought to lie rather more striking than 
the scene in the House of Commons, 
and here comes one of tho little ironies 
of life. 

'Tea on the Terrace, one of London's 
most fashionable gatherings, has been 
almost abolished this year by the bad 
weather, Today the sun was blazing, 
with the result that the ladies came out 
.ike beautiful golden butterflies after a 
shower, and never was the Terrace so 
thronged, so gay and so tumultuous as 
on this day of fright and grief. There 
was something mournful as well as 
striking in the scene, and if anything 
were wanting.to make it more mournful, 
it was the gay bunting, the Venetian 
masts ami the glaring colors of the de- 
corations on Westminster bridge, which 
cuts the sky line from the Terrace. The 
tlags Hupped lazily in the sultry air, the 
vast crowds passed slowly by, and the 
huge and groaning busses stood in rows 
six 'and seven at a time. The tide of 
iife (lowed on strong and tumultuous, 
and the King is fighting with death." 
ROOSEVELT'S SYMPATHY.

London: I ask Your 
Majesty to accept my sincere assuran- 
ces of sympathy find wishes for speedy 
convalescence.

M ED 1CAL EX 1 ILAlNATION. 

New York, dune 2-1. — Dr. Cyrus Edsou 
explained the King's illness and the ole- 
cranon today as follows: 

"Perityphlitis is inflammation, includ- 
ing the formation of an abscess of the 
tissues around the vermiform appendix, 
and hence perityphlitis is hard to dis- 
tinguish at once from appendicitis, 
Usually an operation is necessary To as- 
certain whether the appendix or the sur- 
rounding tissue is diseased. In the 
King's case there is probably an abscess 
at the head of the large intestine where 
the appendix begins and the operation 
today was an immediate necessity be- 
cause the abscess had to be got at and 
emptied of its contents or pirs. Under 
ordinary circumstances he ought to re- 
cover iu three or four weeks,, but after 
recovery it would perhaps be four weeks 
more before he would be able to per- 
form his part iu the coronation cere- 
mony. The King's trouble is in his 
right side, low down."

PROTECTION OP PISH. 

Order-in-Council Passed at Ottawa Re- 
lating to Victoria and Cowichan. 

Following is the order-in-council pass- 
ed by the Ottawa government for the 
protection of fish iu Victoria harbor and 
Cowichan river: 

"Whereas it is found to be necessary 
to provide better protection for migrat- 
ing salmon and other valuable fish, in 
Victoria harbor, at the City of Victoria 
and Cowichan Ray, Vancouver Island, 
British Columbia, from serious injury 
by excessive and improvident netting for 
fish carried on by non-residents. 

"Therefore, the Oovernor-General-ln- 
Couneil, in virtue of the provisions of 
section 1(1 of The Fisheries Act. chap- 
ter 95 of the revised statutes of Canada, 
is pleased to make and doth herein- make 
the following fishery regulation for the 
province of British Columbia : 

"Fishing by means of nets of any 
kind or description is prohibited in: 

"la) The waters of Victoria harbor 
inside of an imaginary line running from 
Maculuy Point to Clover Point, and em- 
bracing all (be waters to (Tie head of 
\ictoria Arm. including the inlet: and 

"(b) The waters of the estuary of 
Cowichan river, including Cowichan bar. 
within an imaginary lino running froin 
Serpentine Point to Cowichan Head."

Loudon, June 25.— In spite

rangements as previously made. 

The leading business houses

i'rcds of postponements caused by t ie 
sudden illness of the King is that of the 
publication of the list of coronation 
honors. 

Portsmouth is perhaps the keenest 
sufferer among all who lose financially 
•is -i result of the postponement ol the 
coronation. The harvest Portsmouth 
expected to reap from the naval review 
will now he lost to the city. 

The bonfires which top the hills of the 
United Kingdom from John O'Oroats to 
Lands End will not be lighted. They 
will be kept intact, however, in the hope 
of the celebration being, held at a later 
date. 

Queen Alexandra has borne the strain 
of the past week with I he bravest spir- 
it. She was always fearful of what 
might happen. Her Majesty took her 
part in the festivities at Ascot and else- 
where without revealing any sign of her 
inward anxiety, and when she was told 
today that an operation was imperative 
and that the coronation would have to 
be postponed, she quietly answered: "I 
have felt that this would happen," and 
asked: "How does the King bear if.'" 
Upon receiving an assuring reply, Queen 
Alexandra exerted herself to appear 
cheerful and to devise means to lessen 
the King's grief and disappointment, al- 
though she was evidently greatly dis- 
tressed. 

Tin 1 idea was mooted in some influ- 
ential quarters today that with a view 
of preventing the disappointment of the 
public, Queen Alexandra should be 
crowned alone next Thursday and the 
King should be crowned in a compar- 
atively private manner upon his recov- 
ery. This idea was discussed, but it was 
rejected as a procedure calculated to 
mislead the public mind as to the pure- 
ly relative importance of the Queen 
Consort. 

The Pope and the King of Italy ami 
other monarchs have cabled anxious in- 
quiries concerning King Edward's pro- 
gress, and despatches received from all 
parts of the world reflect the intensity 
of feeling felt by all. They all extend 
sympathy with the British nation. 

Rumors are afloat this morning that 
although the necessity of surgery in 
His Majesty's case was obvious, the ac- 
tual operation was misdirected. The 
symptoms of great pain and high tem- 
perature pointed to appendicitis, but 
when the appendix was revealed, it 
proved to be healthy, and tho unexpect- 
ed existence of a large abscess in the 
coecum was discovered. 

Whether or not there is any founda- 
tion for these rumors. the bulletins 
have seemed to indicate that the sur- 
geons were satisfied in the first instance 
with the- evacuation nf the abscess, and 
that thev made no attempt to remove 
the appendix or other structures which 
might contain the germs of future dan- 
ger, probably preferring to defer such 
operation for a radical cure to some fu- 
ture period. 

The loss to the insurance companies 
will be heavy, as great numbers of com- 
mercial companies anil private indivi- 
duals had policies to cover them for the 
loss of the stands, and the cost of de- 
corations iu the event of the coronation 
ceremouies not occurring. Where spec- 
ulators and householders did not take 
such precautions, the losses will in many 
cases mean an approach to bankruptcy. 
IX CANADA. 
Ottawa, Out., .1 une 24— (Special)— It is 
impossible to adequately describe the 
feelings of citizens of the capital today 
when the news came that in consequence 
of the serious illness of His Majesty 
the coronation proceedings were being 
indefinitely postponed. Everybody won- 
dered what the outcome would be. Mr. 
Scott and Mr. Siftou were the only min- 
isters in Ottawa, and the responsibility 
of taking action developed upon the Sec- 
retary of State. 

It did not take Mr. Scott long to make 
up his mind. Propriety as well as ex- 
pediency pointed to prompt cancellation 
of arrangements for the celebration of 
the coronation throughout the Dominion. 
Mr. Scott telegraphed to Sir Richard 
Carl wright at Kingston, and Mr. Fisher 
at Montreal, to come to Ottawa at once. 
Mr. ' Fisher arrived at noon, and Sir 
Richard Cartwright at 5 o'clock, this 
constituting a quorum of the cabinet. 
Shortly before six a Royal proclamation 
was issued as an extra of the Canadian 
Gazette. It reads as follows: 

"Whereas, by our proclamation dated 
24th of May last, Thursday, 26th day 
of .Line inst., being the day fixed for 
our coronation, was appointed and set 
apart as a public holiday to be observed 
as a day of public thanksgiving and rev 
joicing throughout our Dominion of 
Canada, and Whereas, owing to illness 
coronation has been indefinitely post- 
poned now, therefore know that we have 
thought, fit by and with advice of our 
Privy council for Canada, to withdraw 
said proclamation, and to revoke and 
cancel same." 

One of the most serious questions 
which the government had to decide had 
reference to a propor.ed military review 
in Montreal. Lord Aylmer tonight call- 
ed upon Col. Roy and informed him that 
all arrangements for tho big review 
were off. The Ottawa authorities were 
not less active. The Government Ad- 
ministrator and Mayor and City Council 
wen- to have attended coronation ser- 
vices in St. iBartholmen church, and sub- 
sequently Sir Henry Strong was to have 
planted an oak tree on City 'Hall Square. 
This programme was abandoned, as well 
as the display of fireworks in the evon- 
ing. One of the aueries which was fre- 
quently heard today, was "What will 
lumpen to the coronation contingent?" 

Col. Pinault said that Wednesday, 
•Tuly o, | ln( ] been fixed for the day of 
departure of the Canadian troops from 
Liverpool, and had not the slightest 
doubt but that His Majesty would not 
be able ro bear the strain of the coron- 
ation ceremonies, and it would bo utter- 
ly impossible for the Canadian troops 
to remn'll beyond their allotted time. 

There is no gainsaying the fact that 
; n official circles litter despondency pre- 
vails regarding tho outcome of the 
King's illness. The director-general of 
medical services and other medical men 
in Ottawa, stated that such operations 
as that which was performed today was 
a most serious one or. "a man of the 
King's years. The nllme;it is said to 



be an aggravated form' of appendicitis, 
affecting not only tho veriform appen- 
dix, but extended to the caecum, the 
main duct of the intestines. 

Today's bulletins are of optimistic 
character, but it is remarked that this is 
the usual case with medical men on the 
occasion of illness of distinguished per- 
sonages. 

The Secretary of State cabled to Sir 
Wilfrid tonight explaining the action of 
the government. Earlier in tho day the 
Premier cabled tho news of the King's 
illness. 

Montreal, June 24.— Moutrealers were 
greatlv shocked to learn of tho Kings 
alluess", and all day long the newspaper 
bulletins attracted large crowds, while 
special editions were eagerly purchased. 

A big military parade had been ar- 
ranged, but as soon as the seriousness 
of tine King's condition had .been estab- 
lished, the authorities got into com- 
munication with Ottawa, and as a result 
orders were issued declaring tho review 
off, and word to this effect was wired 
to the officers of the outside corps, which 
had accepted invitations to attend. Later 
in the day Mayor Cochrane issued a 
proclamation postponing the other events 
such as the dinner to the children, which 
the city was to have provided. Tho 
churches also gave notice of the post- 
ponement of thanksgiving services ar- 
ranged for Thursday morning. Tonight 
the telephonee in the newspaper and tele- 
graph offices are being kept busy an- 
swering anxious enquiries. 

Toronto, June 24.— News of the illness 
of the King created a great sensation 
all day. No special arrangements had 
been made for the celebration on cor- 
. _ onation day iu Toronto beyond i/erviccs 
ion-vied in the churches, and the proclamation of 
a holiday by the .Mayor. Services have 
been; postponed, and the Mayor has re- 
called the proclamation for a holiday. 

Winnipeg, June 12-1.— The news or King 
Edward's serious illness and consequent 
postponement of coronation day festivi- 
ties, was received with the greatest con- 
sternation by Winnipeggors today. A 
provincial proclamation lias been issued 
by the Manitoba government revoking 
the proclamation declaring Thursday a 
public holiday, and the Mayor has can- 
celled all civic demonstrations. 

Toron'o. June 24.— The Evening Tele- 
gram's London cable says the Canadian 
troops quartered at Alexandra Park 
have been greatly saddened by the news 
from 'Buckingham Palace, and are na- 
turally much disappointed at the turn 
of affairs. They will return on the date 
already arranged. Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
remarked at t! o'clock this evening with 
reference to the celebrations iu Canada, 
that the matter of holding them must 
be left to the desire of the people. 

A prominent surgeon says the belief 
is held in inside circles that the ending 
of the King's illness will be fatal. It 
was known on Sunday that His Maj- 
esty's illness was occasioned by appen- 
dicitis, but until today the fact was 
co refully concealed. 

Sir Wilfrim Laurier and other Cana- 
dian ministers here express their most 
profound sympathy with His Majesty's 
affliction. 

Canadian visitors generally are deeply 
moved and cannot find words to express 
their sorrow. 

Lord Strathconn, who has returned 
from the Colonial office, is keenly im- 
pressed with the...serious condition of the 
King. 

Canadians who had gathered on tho 
route of the King's Drive from the sta- 
tion to Ruckingain Palace on his return 
from Windsor on Monday, remarked his 
peculiar pallor and appearance of ill- 
health. 

Over two thousand Canadians had se- 
cured seats on the Colonial stain! and 
elsewhere to witness the Royal pageants 
on Thursday and Friday. 

Vancouver, June 24. — (Special.) — The 
news of the King's serious illness was 
received as a shock, as the morning pa- 
pers did not disclose the slightest ink- 
ling of the real state of affairs. In the 
early morning the public hoped that 
the first new- might prove a canard, but* 
cs bulletins continued to come in all 
doubt was removed, and the faces of 
people wore an expression of the greatest* 
concern. 

Mayor Xeelands stated to the press 
that all coronation festivities would be 
indefinitely postponed.

As she was passing Cur- 
inunah l'oint yesterday afternoon the 
dispiriting news of the illness of His 
Majesty was received oa board and 
created considerable excitement. The 
Empress usually signals her letters to 
Carmanah to be reported, and yesterday 
the operator, W. I*. Daykin, replied 
with another string of flags, which were 
read with no little excitement on board 
the liner. The message read: "King 
seriously ill. Coronation postponed." 
Little groups were formed about the 
decks to discuss the news, and there 
was cjiiite a demand for newspapers 
when the steamer arrived. 

The Empress made the passage from 
Yokohama in It days, much of which 
I time the liner — unlike other recent ar- 
rivals from thenOrient— was buffeted by 
heavy head seas and adverse weather.

This is a large shrink- 
age, and is caused principally by the 
inlltix of oil. .Low priced oil enables the 
gas companies to produce clieap gas lor 
stoves and grates; this precludes the 
'Wellington company rroin changing its 
present, price, unless it would he a fur- 
ther reduction, it is questionable if the 
prices tins year for Australian coals 
will be repeated next year, as the incle- 
ment weather there this season has given 
the fanners almost nothing to export. 
The coal strike East will' not materially 
affect this market, except for importa- 
tions of Cumberland nnd Anthracite, 
which doubtless, will be somewhat in- 
creased in price locally.

revolutions. On Sunday evening Mr. 
Charles Wilson, of Newcastle Townslto. re- 
turned home after six months absence. 
He left here Inst December with the In- 
tention of prospecting in Columbia, a coun- 
try with which he Is well acquainted. 
When, however, be reached Panama the 
Coluiwblnn revolution of that day was at 
Its height, and during his railway journey 
across the Isthmus the engine of the train 
was struck with 'bullets 2(1 times. It 
being evident that the country was full of 
rebels armed with Mausers. Mr. Wilson 
concluded that prospecting would not be a 
healthy occupation at that season and 
made his way back to Panama after wit- 
nessing a ba'.t'lo mi the outskirts of Colon. 
At Panama be was offered the position 
of navigator of the Columbian steamer 
Lothario, he being thoroughly familiar 
with those waters. As n worship he 
found the vessel somewhat peculiar, she 
not lieing protected In any way and her 
armament consisted of two swivel guns. 
She was manned chiefly by soldiers, the 
remainder of her crew, outside the engine 
rooms, consisting of Mr. Wilson, another 
navigator, and two quartermasters. There 
was no captain. General Alban himself, 
the governor of Panama, being In com- 
mand. The rebel steamer I'laxote tired 
on the Lothario the day after Mr. Wilson 
went on board, the shot koIhl' through 
the Iron sides of the steamer like bullets 
through a Hn can. and sinking her hi ten 
minutes. Turing the short action, which 
took nliieo under the nose of the II, S. 
Philadelphia, General Alban and many of 
the soldiers were killed. Mr. Wilson and 
the engineers i'ot on shore In n ilimrj- find 
the government having no further use for 
a navigator now that the nnvy was hi 
longer visible above water, paid him $0 
for his services and gave him bis discharge. 

Mr. Wilson has since been engaged In 
various capacities on coasting craft work- 
ing along the Mexican and Callfornlan 
coasts. Finding himself ng far north ns 
Sun Francisco n few days ngo he decided 
to make his way hack to Nanaimo forth- 
with.

WATER RATES. 

We believe thnt the popular opposi- 
tion to an increase in the water rates 
which, induced the City Council to 
abandon the idea of raising them, did 
not originate so much from an objection 
to paying more money, ns from the 
knowledge that a mere raising of the 
rates would neither remedy the present 
irregularities of the Tates nor improve 
the supply of water during the summer 
months. People tlo not object to pay 
the cost of a good service; but they do 
object to paying more for a service 
which is unequal and inadequate. If 
the revenue from water does not pay in- 
terest and sinking fund upon the capi- 
tal sunk in establishing water works, 
some very bad financing must have 
been done by previous councils. Water 
works should not be sources of revenue 
to a city, but they should be self-sup- 
porting. If they aro not self-supporting, 
they can be made so without inflicting 
any hardship upon anyone. We have 
only to regard the enormous profits 
made by private water companies in 
cities not fortunate enough to own their 
own water supply to be perfectly cer- 
tain of this. The water question is 
evidently one which sooner or later is 
going to make our city fathers put on 
their considering caps. Wo believe it 
could be satisfactorily solved by the 
metre system with a minimum Hat rate 
for so many thousand gallons to begin 
with.

KEN'G'S IjEALTH. 

It was with a shock of surprise not 
unmixed with anxiety and grief that 
the news of the serious illness of the 
King was received in Victoria. No one 
dreamt that the illness by which he was 
attacked a short time ago was any- 
thing more than a slight indisposition. 
When lie showed himself in public after 
an apparent recovery he was greeted 
with an outburst of popular enthusiasm, 
and every one was preparing to cele- 
brate the great event of his Coronation 
in such festive spirit as the occasion de- 
mands. It is clear now that His Maj- 
esty's indisposition was a symptom of 
very serious mischief, and that his medi- 
cal advisers were doubtful whether he 
could find relief except in surgical 
treatment, which they dreaded the risk 
of causing him to undergo. No doubt 
it was hoped that ho would be able to 
go through the ceremony of the Coron- 
ation before any drastic measures be- 
came necessary. But developments oc- 
curred which made it advisable to apply 
to knife at once, if the life of the King 
was not to be endangered in order to 
give eelat to a great state function. We 
confess that the aspect of the case 
which appeals to us is the fact that 
the King must have, for some time back, 
been suffering considerable pain, and 
must have been, in bis own mind, re- 
flecting upon having to pass through it 
crisis which might, if we consider his 
constitution and habit of body, cause 
him to pass out of the category of 
kings altogether, and pass into that 
realm where king's and counsellors of 
the earth and princes that have gold, 
that fill their houses with silver, lie still 
and an; quiet, slqep and are at rest. 
Here was n King indeed, upon whose 
Coronation the interest of hundreds of 
millions of human beings was centred, 
who was the central figure in a cere- 
monial whose emblematical glory has 
never been equalled in ancient or mod- 
ern history, yet who, nevertheless, was 
to carry through it all a very practical 
and pressing memento mori, every time 
he put his hand upon bis right side. Lit- 
tle need for him of th« symbolical skele- 
ton at the Egyptian feast to teach him 
humility, or to enforce the lesson that 
all flesh is grass. And still we envy 
kings. We envy the man whom his 
duty called to endure the misery of 
that tremendous contrast, without the 
sympathy or comprehension of any one, 
and who would have gone through it 
simply, uncomplaining, and with a smile 
upon his lips, had he not broken down 
before the time. So far as we can gather 
from the bulletins, and these, now that 
the need for concealment is over, are 
frank enough, the operation has been 
completely successful, nnd the Royal pa- 
tient is relieved nnd likely to make a 
good recovery. The sympathy of the 
whole Empire is with him. Celebra- 
tions are all very well, and Coronation 
ceremonies are all very well, but we do 
not enre a button for such things enm- 
pnred with the preservation of n life so 
profoundly valuable to the Empire at 
this critical stage in its history; and so 
dear to the meanest of his loyal sub-

When 
there was any doubt ns to how an elect- 
or had voted, the returning officer, Hetu, 
would hold tho ballot until the elector 
left, when he would unroll it, and if 
marked for Bergeron, it was destroyed, 
and one marked for Brunet put in 'the 
box instead.

was then doubtful of the correctness of the 
position.

Difficulties arose 
between us In regard to the trade of the 
country, and to remove all those difficulties 
we agreed to give them an annual allow- 
ance. I think. In the Ilrst Instance, 2,000 
otter skins, and afterwards £1500 a year." 

In tlie report to which I have referred I 
have shown the route of the various lines, 
and have demonstrated with the exception 
<>f line Xu. 1, Hie others are incorrect— not 

being In ai rdance with the treaty, ir Is 

remarkable that notwithstanding so many 
able writers on tlie United States side of 
th" subject, rrom the time of Mr. Seward 
and Mr. Bayard, they failed to notice the 
discrepancies which have been pointed out 
on the Canadian side. If the Canadian or 
Iirltlsh members of the Joint Commission 
noticed those palpable inaccuracies which 
clash with the treaty, they kept the mat- 
ter very quiet. Nothing has been mention- 
ed referring to the Initial point of the 
treaty commencing at Capo Muzon Instead 
of Cape Chacon, nor that tlie line of direc- 
tion should run from south to north — nnr 
that Portland Canal Is entirely eastward 
of the 131st meridian— nor thai: the boun- 
dary line according to the treaty should 
strike the coast of the continent at the 
:><ith parallel of latitude, nor that, after 
reaching 51! degrees ,the .boundary should 
not be more than ten marine leagues (about 
30 miles) from the ocean eoaiH 

In Ills neatly got up 'brochure. Mr. Raich 
has striven boldly to bolster up Ills fore- 
runners on the .Alaska-Canadian frontier 
question, hut. has as signally failed to prove 
the points attempted as they have. "The 
Philadelphia lawyer" has not been able to 
change the direction of the boundary line 
In the treaty from south and north to east 
that 'being an Impossibility, except ns u 
miracle, which need not be expected to oper- 
ate on a boundary question I 
It might seem disrespectful not 
to lild adieu to our strenuous 
neighbor Hm; Seattle P.-I.. If only to show 
tho animus or friendly feeling the people 
there have towards us. We therefore quote 
a few of the concluding lines: "The tore- 
going review of the negotiations that re- 
sulted In the treaty of 1825, and the sub- 
sequent acts ot the nations concerned In 
the Alaska-Canadian frontier, shows clear- 
ly that, from the very inception of the ne- 
gotiations. Russia Insisted upon the abso- 
lute possession of a continuous unbroken 
lislere on the continent down to the 
Portland Canal, for the openlv expressed 
purpose of shutting out England from ac- 
cess tn the sea above fifty-four degrees, 
forty minutes; and that Kngland final Iv 
yielded the point." Not so fast. Mr. Post- 
Itttelllgeucer. n may 'be that Russia desir- 
ed to obtain possession of the British 
possessions mentioned, lint "England did 
not finally yield the 'point." It mar be 
that the United States are covetous of our 
heritage as claimed by them under the 
treaty, but Iirltlsh Columbia is not quite 
reconciled to give up those valuable fish- 



undoubtedly It Is t rue that on one side and 
the other more Intimate acquaintance be- 
gets increased mutual respect. The Unit- 
ed States Ambassador who confessed that 
the sense of being able to wander nil over 
Kngland and hear his own tongue gave 
li I in n pride In himself and bis country 
that nothing else could produce, lilt upon 
the true expression of kinship. Many an 
Englishman has expressed his amazement 
at that mighty continent of North America 
where he may roam with his mother 
tongue, almost a native. — Sandon Outlook. 



The Idea is sinking deeper and deeper In 
the United States that that country stands 
In danger of losing much valuable trade 
with Canada. It Is a very satisfactory 
position of affairs. "When -It has developed 
to the point where the United States Gov- 
ernment will consider It advisable to spend 
as much energy and make as many con- 
cessions as It has In the case of several 
little fourth-rate South American Repub- 
lics, It will ibe even more satisfactory. 
That Canada was not in as favorable a 
position many years ago. Is due to the fact 
that the United States realizes that the 
advent to power of tlie Libera] party rob- 
bed it <«f lis best friend In Canada. It 
has no longer n party lighting! its battle.

The trou- 
ble was over a woman. Archer was

"The spring cleanup may not be quite 
so large in the Klondike Phis year as it 
was last year, but the summer output 
will be much larger. There is more gold 
in the Klondike claims that have been 
worked than lias been taken out of 
them and the re-working of this gro ind 
which will go steadily on, in addition 
to the new grounds that are being open- 
ed up, will keep up the Klondike yield 
for many years yet." 

Speaking of Klondike politics, Judge 
Dugas said that the people of Dawson 
were anxious for Governor Ross to run 
for parliament. He thought, as did Mr. 
Wilson, that there would be no opposi- 
tion to the governor in ease he should 
stand for election. 

Judge Dugas will (hold court at Hootil- 
linqua before returning to Dawson. His 
jurisdiction comprises the entire Yukon 
territory, and he may hold court at any 
place jn the territory. All that is neces- 
sary is for the governor to issue a pro- 
clamation, and it is customary for him 
to do this, leaving time and place's blank 
to be filled in by the judge of the court. 
Judge Dugas has such a proclamation, 
issued by Governor Ross. There being 
no business for a court at White Horse, 
the court will be convened next week 
at Hootalinq.ua where .las. Salee will be 
tried for misappropriation of money.

INDIAN MAID SUICIDES. 

News was brought by the liner uliat 
Alice 'Fox, a young Indian maiden, of 
the Sitka tribe of Indians, committed 
suicide on Sunday, the 15th, near 
Haines. The scene of the tragedy was 
at a temporary camp, three miles south 
of the mission town, where Alice and 
her parents were staying for a few days. 
Alice was 22 years of age, ami, while a 
comely maid, she was in poor health, 
which caused her to be despondent at 
times. The family went to bed as usual 
Sunday night. Monday morning the 
girl was dead. Clasped in her right 
band was a knife wirh a long narrow 
blade, and in her neck was a small but 
deep wound. There had evidently been 
one quick but vicious thrust of the knife.

Appeal Re Collection of Income Highbinders Privily Lay Snares

Argument was concluciefl before the 
Full court yesterday in the appeal in 
the case of Nichol vs. Fooler, and the 
appeal of tike defendants was dismissed. 
Tins case arises out of the taxation of 
costs for the three trials of Walter 
Nichol, editor of the Weekly Province 
formerly published in Victoria, of libel- 
ling -Messrs. Pooley and Turner. In 
the first two trials the jury disagreed, 
and in the third a verdict was given for 
the defendant. After this last trial, the 
defendant had the costs taxed. Some 
nuestions arose as to the taxation, and 
they were referred to Mr. Justice Drake. 
Nichol then commenced an action against 
Messrs. Pooley and Turner to recover 
the costs of the three actions, including 
a commission to take evidence in Eng- 
land, the amount being exactly the same 
as mentioned in his bill of taxation. 
Messrs. Pooley and Turner, through 
their solicitors, contended that this was 
an abuse of the process of the courts, 
and they applied to Mr. Justice Irving 
for a stay of proceedings. The applica- 
tion was refused, and it was against this 
that they appealed, the appeal as stated 
above being refused. Mr. E. I'. Davis, 
K. (..'., appeared for Nichol, and Messrs. 
It. Oassidy, K. C., and A. &*. Lnxton for 
Messrs. Turner and Pooley. 

At the conclusion of this case the 
court took up the appeal in re the As- 
sessment Act and Income Tax, arising 
out of the efforts of the provincial gov- 
ernment to collect income tax from the 
locomotive engineers. It was decided by 
Mr. Justice Irving that the salaries of 
the locomotive engineers were liable to 
income tax. Against this the engineers 
appealed. Mr. Charles Wilson opened 
for th« engineers yesterday, and was 
proceeding with bis argument when the 
court adjourned until this morning. Mr. 
Maclean, deputy attorney-general is ap- 
pearing 1 for the Crown. 

The Law society yesterday withdrew 
their appeal in ('abler vs. the Law 
society. Calder was called to the bar 
in Nova Scotia, and when he came here' 
and applied for admission in this prov- 
ince, the 'L aw society contended that he 
must serve further time here, lie took 
the ease into court, and Chief Justice 
Hunter decided in his favor. The Law 
society appealed, but in the meantime 
an amendment was inserted in the Legal 
Professions' Act by Mr. Martin in the 
iLegislature which completely upset the 
case of the society. There was, there- 
fore, nothing bat to withdraw the ap- 
peal.

The temper of the Ttrlt- 
isb popuiluce toward Canada, Mr. Jan- says 
Is one nf great enlhusliisin, and no special 
effort will be needed to turn this good 
feeling into commercial channels that will 
result In the establishment of such re- 
lations :is will keep Canada In the lend 
for ii quarter or a century. 'The feeling 
In England towards this country,' Mr. Jury 
subls, 'Is not merely a spasm of patriotic 
enthusiasm over the valorous! conduct of 
Oariiuln's troops In South Africa. II is not 
wholly a question of sentiment. Canada's 
preferential tariff In favor of England has 
mnde a rleep Impression upon the commer- 
cial lenders of the Empire. They recog- 
nize In rlils n splrlr on the part <>f Canada 
In pnenurngo the best possible relations, 
and they arc renilv to do more than their 
p:irt towards keeping this feeling nlive for 
all future time.' 



A meeting of the Voters' league was 
Laid at the City 'hall last evening, and 
after some little discussion Mr. ('. H, 
Lugrin was asked to lake the chair. 

The secretary stated that he Lad re- 
ceived n letter from . the clerk of the 
City council stating that the questions 
propounded by the league to the corpor- 
ation had been referred to the Streets 
committee for report. 

P. It. Smith, for the committee on iron 
and steel manufacture, read a very ex- 
haustive report, of which the. follow- 
ing is an abstract: 

Locations. — Of the developed properties, 
upon which a value from an economic 
Standpoint may be bused, those of the Tex- 
ada Island may be -cited. It Is here the 
Paget Sound Iron company own 2,700 
acres situated on the southwest side of 
tho Island. Sufficient development has 
taken place to expose an ore body estimat- 
ed bv experts as representing 8,000,000 tons 
of commercially valuable Iron which gives 
la detailed test of from G8 to 70 per cent 
Iron and comparatively free from objec- 
tionable proporltes. Arrangements have 
teen made to transport this ore by a grav- 
ity tramway 1,100 feet In length, and ,y» 
ieet above sea level, with the intention of 
Disking regular shipments to the smelter 
at lioudale, Washington. Here the ore Is 
subjected to a mixture of from l-ll to 
3-10 of bog ore obtained near Hamilton. 
Skagit county. Proni this excellent foundry 
pig Is made and was utilized In building 
the United States war vessels Olympia, 
Monterey, Charles-ton and Oregon by the 
I'ltlon Iron Works company of San Fran- 
cisco. Experts have pronounced this a 
superior article to the Eastern manufactur- 
er, and it is certainly a compliment to the 
Iirltlsh Columbia magnetite ores. Of other 
properties upon which development work 
has taken place, mention may be made of 
the Sei-ala with an ore body SO feet wide, 
ii depth of IKI feet, with an easterly exten- 
sion of considerable distance: over 80 f.-et 
lias been crosscut with excellent results. 
The Capper Island and Sheshart have each 
an ore width of over loo feet: a tunnel has 
■been made at the latter of 21)0 feet wide, 
with a depth of 800. a very extensive body 
of limestone lying contiguous to the prop- 
erty. On the Copper Island a tunnel of 100 
feet wide and of the same depth lias ex- 
posed n vein from 15 to 120 feel, assaying 
IK) per cent Iron and no Impurities. Tills 
has been traced for over half a tulle anil 
described as one or unlimited supply. Her- 
matJte deposits lie in close proximity. 
Those mines are situated In the Barclay 
district, und are bonded to nn American 
syndicate, who expect within a short time, 
to expend three million dollars In the erec- 
tion of smelter and rolling mills. The Ite- 
donda mine Is situated on the north shore 
of West Itedonda Island, the north shore 
of which rises abruptly from the sea to a 
height of over 3.000 feet. Ths ore outcrop 
Is situated at an altitude of -loo feet, a 
foothold to this rapid rise, being afforded 
only by the standing timber. In 1893. 823 
tons of magnetite ore wen- shipped to the 
Oswego Iron & Steel company's furnaces 
In Oregon. This work exposed an open 
fuee of solid magnetite »i feet wide by 30 
feet in height, assaying 00 per cent Iron. 
No further work has been recorded, and 
owing to the peculiar situation. Utile is 
known of the extent of this deposit. 

The Glen 'Iron mine at Cherry Muff, near 
Kttinloops, on the l|u« of the C. P. It., Is 
another which has produced In a small 
way. The product of this mine is of ex- 
cellent quality, (Hi- per cent metallic Iron, 
and the annual output, of from 500 to 'J, 000 
tons, being conveyed 'by neidaj tramway to 
the C. V. K. tracks. This ore has been ex- 
tensively used for fluxing purposes by tile 
smelters of Tacoma, Kevelstoke and Nel- 
son. The estimated ore In sight being 
glyeu lit 2,000,000 tons. 

The Ivootemiv rivet deposits, reported by 
Dr. Dawson, are. quite extensive, and iH'e 
of a magnetite character, their Situation 
renders them of little commercial value, 
lacking facilities for cheap transportation. 

Another extensive deposit of a hematite 
formation was discovered by Mr. LudlofT, 
n German geologist, in the Cariboo dis- 
trict. This measures 500 feet In thickness, 
and like the former mine. Is of little value 
with the present means of communication. 

At Port Renfrew a velu of UK) feet in 
width hoc been located, and tills Is situ- 
ated some seven miles frulil tide water, 
and assays flS.8 per cent Iron. 

A tunnel at Itlvers Inlet 100 feet wide, 
with II corresponding depth, has exposed 
a vein of 30 feet width, assaying some till 
per cent Iron. Little is known by record 
of the two latter deposits beyond that here 
stated. 

in addition to the forementloned proper- 
ties, deposits of a more or less extensive 
nature have been discovered HI Sooke, 
Clienialnus. Tifl.u and Knight's Inlets. Co- 
mox, Nootkn Sound. Bella Coola. Albernl. 
Graham and Moresby Islands, Slmllkumeeii 
and other points, showing conclusively that 
iron ore deposits ore not confined to any 
particular locality. It is an undoubted 
fact that immense' bodies of both magnetite 
and hermatlte lav awaiting development 
the moment demand and favorable condi- 
tions exist for Iron and steel production. 

Quality. — Tho investigations of your com- 
mittee show thai while quantity is a 
prime fire tor In the distribution of Iron 
deposits throughout tin' province, the qual- 
ity and commercial value' of the same Is of 
the highest order. 

Numerous assays have been made and 
tests applied in England, Scotland, Pitts- 
burg and Indeed many of the lending Iron 
laboratories of the world In which the Iron 
ores of this province have not only held 
their own but have been proved superior 
to many now used In 1 course of Iron pro- 
duction. Space alone prevents your com- 
mittee from giving a resume of analysis In 
this report, but they can be tabulated if 
It is the wish of this meeting and tiled for 
future reference. 

Shipping, Conditions. — A peculiar feature 
If the Iron distribution on the East nod 
West coasts lay in their accessibility to 
deep water shipment. Many of the de- 
posits are situated at the very edge of 
ocean navigation, with Buffle'lenl grade for 
shooting the ore Into bins at salt water. 
It Is stilted In some locations ore can be 
quarried at 2i> cents per ton und delivered 
on board of steel scows for 30 cents or 
less. In this respect an advantage Is ob- 
sessed by the const properties over the In- 
"and deposits, another important fnojtor In 
the abundance of timber for making char- 
coal. The Immediate deposits of limestone 
nud conl, together with magnificent water 
power stretches for generating llu'lit and 
motive powers, all point that nature lias

Or n difference of about $5 per ton. The 
estimated cost of ore tp the Irondnlo smelt- 
er would suffer a material reduction If 
smelted on the West Coast, owing to the 
abundance of raw materials on the sped, 
ami a saving in the freighting, unloading 
and duty. If the Dominion bounty ol 8.1 
per ton were taken from the cost, the local 
manufacture would be brought down to 
$10.75 per ton or less. In establishing the 
iron industry on this side of the line, tin 
Immediate demand would be created for 
lime, charcoal, coal, coke and a dozen and 
one necessities requiring the employment 
of large numbers of skilled and unskilled 
laborers. This would give u stimulus and 
lead to the establishment of many indus- 
tries little thought of at present. A per- 
manency would thus be attained, and a 
rapid development would take place, leav- 
ing the Pacific base of supply practically 
in our hands. 

.Markets.— This Is a subject which might 
lu conjunction with the foregoing chapter, 
'be referred for future report. In addition 
to observations on the cost of manufactur- 
ing, reliable Information Is now being re- 
ceived by the Bureau of Information on 
iron consumption. This should be dissem- 
inated as early as possible, for upon this 
question lies the immediate or future estab- 
lishment of smelters and rolling mills. The 
Incomplete returns in the hands of your 
committee are of small value to manufac- 
turers or capitalist*: but probe-bio markets 
mav lie found to exist for a Iirltlsh Colum- 
bia product in Jap. in, o large consumer with 
little or no Iron of her own: China. Mexico, 
(iunteuiiiln. San Salvador. Nicaragua. C'ostu 
Itlca. Republic of Columbia. I'hllipp'ne isl- 
ands.

suspecting it, our position in Egypt has 
placed ill our disposal a far safer and 
shorter route than any of those which 
had been mooted in the latter half of 
the nineteenth century. Anticipated or 
existing troubles with Russia have in- 
variably been the immediate cause of 
attention being drawn to tho military 
liceessily lor improved communication 
with Britain's great Eastern depend- 
ency. The Crimean War, while yet tho 
icstilts were somewhat uncertain, led to 
the first serious survey of tho possible 
railway routes from the Syrian coast to 
the Persian Gulf. Two very careful 
reconnaissances were carried out by oill- 
ccrs or the British Navy, early in 1855, 
from Alexandretta, at the extreme nor- 
thern extremity of the Syrian coast. 
No really satisfactory lino wns, how- 
ever, discovered at that time over the 
northernmost spurs of Lebanon, which 
reach almost down to the water's edge 
at Alexandretta'. A particularly suit- 
able valley and low pass was eventually 
found by the representative of n well- 
known firm of British contractors, who 
visited this part of Syria some It.'! years 
later, and which led to the offer to 
build the Euphrates Valley line. As a 
consequence of the original Euphrates 
Valley rcconiiaisnuoo above mentioned, 
ii formal demand was made by the Brit- 
ish Government tor n concession from 
the Turkish Government in LS.K1. The 
susceptibilities of our allies were 

aroused by the latter condition, tho 
French Government intervened, and tho 
demand was allowed to drop. Tims 
Britain was deprived for n time at least, 
of improved means of communication 
with India, just as she was deprived of 
all, save nominal results, for the sacri- 
fices incurred in the Crimean war, while 
Napoleon Ill's views on the balance of 
power were maintained, ami n way to 
future alliances of a more popular char- 
acter left open for the French people, 
in 1SX-I a demand was lodged with the 
Ottoman Government for the concession 
of a Tigris Valley line, starting from ' 'f 
Alexandretta^', the alternative route ° 
which was the subject of a reconnaiss- 
ance in 1855. The demand was in the 
inline of a group of English capitalists. 
The Treaty of Berlin tlSTS), which 
Closed; the Busso-Turkish War, was un- 
doubtedly the starting point of German 
enterprise in the Ottoman dominions.

They know all about that, for the suc- 
cessive crops of the Canadian West have 
established its reputation as one of the 
richest agricultural districts in the 
world. It is famed for the quantity 
.mil quality of the wheat and other 
grain it yields to the acre. Over its 
vast extent mixed fanning can bo 
curried on more economically than in 
any other country on the globe. Al- 
berta rivals Texas and Argentina as a 
ranching district. In a few years the 
wheat hnrvest of Manitoba and the 
Tcritories will exceed that of the North- 
western States, where the annual 
spring wheat yield has been as high as 
L'00,000,000 bushels. East year we 
raised n quantity equal to one-third of 
this. It is such records, such accounts 
of wonderful fertility, that is bringing 
this irruption of American settlers to 
our West. There is plenty of room 
for them in their own country, but they 
see that it is much more to their ad- 
vantage to cast in their lot with us. 
It will not be long that farms on our 
tide can he on such easy terms as those 
ruling to-day. The big colonization 
companies, lately formed by American 
capitalists to acquire large tracts in the 
Territories, und in Manitoba, are alive 
to this fact. The influx is not from 
the spring wheat States alone, ltnnch- 
i rs are coining with great herds from 
Texas. Parties of immigrants are ar- 
riving from Colorado. In the latter 
the exodus to Canada is being 
urged as a reason why Congress should 
tnstcn forward the irrigation measures 
now before it. 

The rapid peopling of the Canadian 
West, largely nt the expense of the Am- 
erican West, is attracting the attention 
of the commercial bodies across the line 
to the advantages of Manitoba and the 
Territories ns a field for trade. The 
Commercial Club oC Minneapolis lias 
made overtures to the Winnipeg .Board 
of Trade for a convention to discuss 
the trade relations between the Western 
sections of the two countries. A reci- 
procity agreement is what the Minnea- 
polis ( ointnerc ial Club has in view. 
The 'West is tilling up very fast, not be- 
cause the United States can hold no 

more ] pie, but because the time lins 

come when the incomparable advantages 
of our prairie country are generally re- 
cognized, Of its future progress pre- 
dictions are being made that may seem 
extravagant, but there is hardlj liny 
degree of prosperity too wonderful to he 
realized by that great country.

Admiral BIckford Receives Cable 
Revoking the Order For the 
Review. 



State Ceremony and Societies 
Re-union Have Also Been 
Called Off- 



There will bo no coronation celebra- 
tion in Victoria. The provincial govcrn- 
misiit inns cancelled the state ceremonies 
nrruuged to be held at the Parliament 
buildings on Thursday afternoon, and 
last evening Rear-Admiral 'Bickford re- 
ceived a cable from the Admiralty re- 
voking all previous orders for the naval 
cuid military review, which was to have 
been held at Maeaulay Plains tomorrow 
morning. Besides the Dominion govern- 
ment lias recalled the proclamation de- 
claring the day a general holiday. There 
etro still some citizens who think that 
'.i service of intercession for the recovery 
ol' His Majesty should be held, but this 
•will not be decided until this morning, 
■when a meeting will be held at the call 
of Mayor Haywnrd. <>i jours" band 
concerts and otilier celcbrntio. f re- 
joicing will not be held, and the socie- 
ties have cancelled their re-union an- 
nounced for Friday. 

When the first news of the King'* ill- 
ness was received yesterday morning, it 
was immediately decided to call ofT the 
celebration, but a later telegram stating 
that it was the wish of His Majesty that 
all Ifltc country celebrations should be 
held as arranged, caused a division of 
opinion, and to decide the matter Mayor 
Hayward called a meeting, ivo decision 
was arrived at at the meeting, as it/ 
■was stated that Admiral Bickford, not 
having received any word counteracting 
the order lor the naval and military re- 
view was going on with the arrange- 
ments. The decorators in the city there- 
lore continued their work until evening. 

Victoria's disappointment at the neces- 
sity or cancelling the celebration took 
second place to the anxiety over the con- 
dition of His Majesty. The first bulle- 
tin was alarming euougli, and caused 
considerable excitement, crowds Hock- 
ing around the bulletin boards in hopes 
of getting details, -which railed to come 
nintil late in the afternoon, The wildest 
rumors were in circulation, one to the 
■effect that a private despatch had been 
neceiyed nnnoimcing the death of the 
King. The later despatches of the As- 
sociated Press, while serious, were re- 
lieving as showing that there was no 
immediate danger of the operation re- 
sulting fatally, in fact that an early 
recovery was probable. 

A large number of visitors had al- 
ready arrived ror the celebration, and 
tbig crowds wore expected today, but 
word has been sent out by Mayor Hay- 
"ward or the cancellation of all the events, 
wliieftiNind been arranged. His Worship 
Dins called a public meeting or citizens 
for 11 o'clock this mornin

ITBLIC MEETING. 

In answer to an emergency call by the 
Mayor, a meeting of leading citizens 
was held at the City hall yesterday 
afternoon to take into consideration the 
news received from London of the grave 
situation arising out of the illness of 
His Majesty King Edward. All classes 
were represented, and deep sympathy 
with the sovereign in his present a mic- 
tion was depicted on all countenances. 
TTie sentiment of the meeting was some- 
what divided owing to the suddenness 
with which the crisis had arisen, but the 
reeling was tinnuinious that any jubila- 
tion upon the present occasion would lie 
out of the question, and seeing that it 



is now utterly impossible to proceed with 
the coronation led many to express thu 
idea that the entire eeebnttion should 
be abandoned forthwith. However the 
fact that His .Majesty's navy on this' 
station had received no order counter- 
manding the preparations fur the review 
on Thursday, ami that Admiral Hick- 
ford was in the meantime continuing 
his decorations, and also in view of the 
expressed wish of the King himself that' 
the ceremonies in the country should 
proceed, the meeting I'm ally decided to 
take no action, and to adjoutn until to- 
day, or subject to uhe call of the Mayor. 

On calling the meeting to order, Mayor 
Hayward read the telegrams which had 
been received from Loudon and Ottmvn, 
and stated that he Jiad consulted with 
Admiral Bickford as to the course tho 
hitter proposed to follow. At that time 
ohe Admiral hail had no olllcial notifica- 
tion, and in the absence of orders to 
the contrary, wns continuing his pre- 
parations for the review and snlunte. A 
despatch, however, was expected rrotn 
the Karl Marshal on the lines of the oito 
sent out to tile press covering the ex- 
pressed wish of the sovereign that the 
celebration continue, in which case the 
review, etc., would be curried out. His 
Worship thought that in view ot" this it 
would lie well to continue the prepara- 
tions in tlie city, and the ceremony at 
the Parliament building could he chang- 
ed so as to tit present circumstances. In- 
stead of thanksgiving the service might 
he changed to one of sympathy and pray- 
er for the recovery or His iMnjesty. In 
tlie meantime he thought that prepara- 
tions might be continued, njld another 
meeting held today in order to discuss 
tlie situation. 

iH. ID. llclniek.cn thought had it not 
been tor the cable that the King wished 
the ceremonies to continue, it woulS 
have .been right to lliavo dropped tfia 
alTair, But in view of this wish it would 
have a benelicent etl'eet oti the Royal 
sufferer to carry out the expressed de- 
sire of His .Majesty. A resolution of 
sympathy might he adopted hi place of 
one of congratulation, as proposed. 

Hon K li. Prior stated that he had 
seen His Honor the ILieutenant-tJover- 
, 1,or i Who was strongly of the opinion 
the citv I thll . t Y u: ceremony should be postponed, 
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and the executive were also of this opin- 
ion. (Hear, hear). it would not do 
it tho case of the King's condition -was 
as serious as it looked for any celebra- 
tion of a joyous nature to he carried out. 
He had telegraphed the Acting Premier 
at Ottawa, but had not yet received a 
reply. 

His Worship thought it would be well 
not to pass any resolution at present, 
and to hold a meeting today, nnd be 
guided by events. In case the Admiral 
received word to continue the prepara- 
tion Tor the review, it would he as well 
for the rest of the people to join in, with 
the understanding in ease it was pro- 
ceeded with that tho change to a ser- 
vice of sympathy be made.
